MINISTER: NIGERTA WILL BACK CHAD AGAINST MERGER 
Lagos DAILY TIMES in English 28 Jan 81 p 1 


[Text] Nigeria is prepared to give Chad any form of aid, including military, to 
withstand the merger pressure from Libya, External Affairs Minister Ishaya Audu 
told reporters on arrival in Paris on a five-day official visit to France. 


Professor Audu at the head of a five-man delegation, however, said that Nigeria 
would consider military assistance only on request and within the context of a 
prescribed Organisation of African Unity peace-keeping force. 


Nigeria, he said, believed that the majority of Chadian people were opposed to the 
merger plan with Libya. 


He said that Chadian transitional government of national unity under President 
Goukouni Weddeye which was set up under the Lagos treaty has limited powers and 
legitimacy. 


The transitional government is therefore, not competent to decide on a merger 
plan. Only a freely elected government of Chad could decide on that, Professor 
Audu stated. 


Threat 


He reiterated Nigeria's position that Libya's intervention in Chad is a threat to 
the security of Africa and not acceptable to Nigeria. 


Though Libya had previously proposed a merger with Egypt, Tunisia and Syria this 
time Gaddafi imagined he was deali:g with a weaker opponent, Professor Audu 
observed. 


He said Nigeria was worried that if Libya consolidates its intervention in Chad it 
could be used as a lever to invade other African countries, more so when Chad 
shares common border with five African nations including Nigeria. 


These are: Niger, Nigeria, Cameroun Republic, the Central African Republic and 
Sudan. 


Professor Audu said Nigeria, Sudan and Egypt have been in regular contact on the 
Chadia. situation since the Libyan intervention. 


























He pointed out that the position of France is similar to that of Nigeria which 
suggests while both countries should coordinate their objectives so as to allow 
Chad to be in a position to manage its own affairs. 


As much as French intervention in Chad is not acceptable to Nigeria, Libya's role 
is equally unacceptable.

BOTSWANA ADOPTS TOUGH STAND ON SA REFUGEES 
Johannesburg THE VOICE OF THE VOICELESS in English 28 Jan-3 Feb 81 pp 1, 3 


(Text] Gaborone--In what is seen as the toughest ever action by the Botswana 
Government against South African Black exiles, four former Soweto students who 
had been in Botswana since the 1976 unrest were handed over to the South African 
Police by the Botswana authorities last week, 


This unprecedented action was followed by a stern warning by the Botswaia Minister 
of Public Service and Information, Mr Daniel Kwelagobe, that his Government would 
not hesitate to deport more exiles if need be, 


He said the Botswana Government had come to doubt the genuineness of some of the 
refugees "because of the ittitude of some of you," 


It had been brought to his attention that some of the exiles left the Dukwe camp 
outside Gaborone without permission and that this was being viewed in a serious 
light by his Government, 





"It must also be exposed that some of your fellow refugees who had been recognised 
as such by the Botswana authorities have been able to return to South Africa and 
reappear in Botswana holding South Afiican passports," Mr Kwelagobe revealed, 


"It is also interesting to note that other so-called refugees have been able to 
return to South Africa and settle happily. 


"Tl must therefore advise all concerned that should anyone flout our authority, 
such offenders will be returned to their countries of origin." 


Mr Kwelagobe said: "We are able to establish some of these facts independently, 
but we are also informed by genuine refugees, 


"Furthermore, you are directly aftording the enemies of genuine refugees the oppor- 
tunity to track such refugees down for pocsible torture, abduction and murder," 
heartening for example, to note that some of you have little or no respect for 

the Government rules and regulations governing your stay in tuis settlement." 











‘Quite @ number of you have been known to leave thie settlement at will without 
permission for destinations of your choice in thie country, mainly the urban centres 
of Gaborone and Prancistown, where job opportunities and the facilities for our 


own people are already limited, anyway." 


"| am informed that you prefer to live in those centres because 411 or most of you 
come from urban centres, 


"What must be clearly understood is that you are guests of Botswana and you should 
be well advised to be satisfied with what your host has to offer, 


"If your sense of values have changed to a preference for the relative comfort of 
urban living, 46 contrasted with the discomfort of pursuing freedom and justice, 
then my firm advice is that you should return to the comfort of your own homes 
and you will be 4esisted through the nearest border post." 


Mr Kwelagobe said this would relieve the Botewana police of the unnecessary duty of 
hunting for refugees in urban centres where they are not supposed to live, 


"It is very expensive for the Botewana Police to be continually hunting for those 
who have deserted Dukwe and transporting them back, 


‘Our Limited resources cannot cope with the situation. 


"By these actions you are yourselves diverting the police resources and hence 
reducing your own protection," 


Said Mr Kwelagobe: “Contrary to your earlier fears, it is now over a year since 
you settled here and there has been no security risk."

AID SOUGHT FOR UGANDAN REFUGEES IN ZAIRE 
Lome LA NOUVELLE MARCHE in French 13 Dec 80 p 6 


[Text] Some 102,000 Ugandans have officially taken refuge in the border zones of 
northeastern Zaire, according to Mr Mata, director of “Caritas-Zaire," in a report 
published yesterday in Kinshasa following a factfinding trip which took him 
successively to Bunia, Nioka and Aru in the region of Upper Zaire. The ZAIRE PRESS 
AGENCY (AZAP) reports that 60,000 Ugandan refugees are settled in the Ariwara 
mission, 20,000 in Aru and more than 22,000 divided among the neighboring commu- 
nities. 


To thie number must be added several tens of thousands who have entered the country 
illegally, as well as missionary priests, secular clergy and apostolic workers in 


Ugandan origin. 


In his report, the director of "Caritas-Zaire" emphasizes the effort carried out by 
the government and ecclesiastical personnel aimed at coming to the aid of this influx 
of refugees, and notes the assistance in foodstuffs given them by the UN High Com- 
mission. 


On this subject, he sent out an urgent appeal for other initiatives aimed at 
increasing the aid to the refugees by furnishing medicines, clothing and other goods 
of primary necessity. 


Mr Otem Allimadi, Ugandan minister of foreign affairs, had a working meeting on this 
subject on Thureday in Kisangani, in Upper Zaire, with his Zairian counterpart, Mr 
Inonga Lakongo L‘ Ome. 

The Ugandan delegation included Lt Col Bazalaki, chief of staff of the air force; 

Mr Mukibi, Ugandan ambassador to Zaire; and Mr Musoke, director of the minister's 
cabinet. 


The Zairian party was composed of the secretary of state for national defense and 
territorial security, Vice Admiral Lomponda Wa Botende; the governor of Upper Zaire, 
Mr Mbenza Thubi; the Zairian ambassador to Uganda, Mr Bukasa Muteba; and the com- 
mandant of the fourth military draft, Col Bwango Bolebe. The Ugandan delegation 
left Kisangani immediately after the working meeting to return to Kampala. 
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ECA RECOMMENDATIONS--The technical committee of the Economic Commission for Africa 
which met in Arusha, Tanzania this week recommended firm action to strengthen 
mineral resources manpower training, 4 United Nations report said yesterday. 

This would be done through the Mineral Resources Development Centre for Eastern 
and Southern African States which is based at Dodoma, Tanzania. The ECA was urged 
to establish similar centres in central, weet and north Africa, the report said, 
Other recommendations made at the Arusha conference were; Regional study tours 
for minerals experts and personnel; a pan-African information and documentation 
system established at ECA headquarters to be custodian of all informtion relating 
to member states’ mineral resources; manpower development, including the estab- 
lishment of relevant school curricula and fellowship schemes for training minerals 
and mining personnel “at all levels"; Research into “all aspects" of mining; the 
creation of finance and investment institutions at regional level. The ECA was 
asked to undertake a feasibility study, to be submitted to a second regional con-

[Text] The councils of administration of the dational Council of Cameroonian Shippers 
[CNOC]) and of the National Office of Cameroonian Ports which met yesterday and this 
morning, respectively, in Douala under the chairmanship of the minister of transport, 
Albert Ngome Kome, took a look at this particular.y noteworthy sector of our trane- 
port system in terme of our current situation, namely ocean transports. Above and 
beyond the ritual which is present at every council of administration meeting, 
there is always the need for taking the pulee of the enterprise and an opportunity 
for readjustments and restimulation. 


A fortiori, we guest dwell upon the future of an enterprise as important as the 
management of our porte. The largest of our four ports, Douala-Bonaberi, serves 
as the outlet for states such as Chad and the Central African Republic. 


Of course, one will say that since the start-up in 1885 of activities at the Port 
f Douala, imports to this day are still the dominant activity of this port. In 
fxet, the Port of Douala handles the majority of our foreign trade, with its new 
cepacity of 6 million tons and its possibilities for expansion to 10 million tons. 

Imports are varied in nature: hydrocarbons, vehicles and engines, construction 
materials, iron and sheet steel, etc. 
Exports include the basic products (coffee, cacao, cotton, bananas, aluminum, etc.). 


However, in a general way, analysis of the maritime traffic of Kribi, Victoria-Tiko 
and Garova produces four salient facts: 


--An increase in traffic over the long tera, 

--An important increase in imports, 

--A slight increase in imports [as published] and 

--An appreciable increase in the number of ships putting in at our ports. 











Loge are by far the most important traffic of the Port of Kribi, However, there 
are two probleme with thie kind of traffic: paseage through the Kienke to the 
mouth of the river where the Port of Kribi is located and which in periods of low 
water is obstructed by sand deposits due to the river's weak flow, This depositing 
of sand permite navigation only during the hours of high tide. However, the porte 
administration decided to construct a system of protective and staging [calibrage) 
dame which now permite access to the port at any hour in any season, As for the 
log assembly area, its expansion has made it possible to increase log traffic 
through the Port of Kribi, 


Built in 1911 by the Germans at the mouth of the Bimbia River, the Ports of 
Victoria and Tiko experienced a great decline with the construction of the Douala- 
Victoria heavy-traffic road and the Mbanga-Kumba railway trunk line. Today, the 
competition of the Port of Douala is seriously affecting the traffic of Victoria- 
Tiko, whose activities were resumed by the Office of Ports in 1973. 


The Cape Limboh oil refinery made evident the need for the building of a large- 
capacity trading port. 


At Garoua, the accent has been placed on increasing the port's output with the con- 
struction of the Lagdo Dam which prolongs its operating season [campagne], in spite 
of the poor water system of the Benove and the competition resulting from the 
extension of the Trans-Cameroonian railway to Nhaoundere, which is complemented 

by the heavy-duty Ngaoundere-Garoua highway. 


The National Council of Cameroonian Shippers is, therefore, responsible for the 
negotiation of freight rates with the Maritime Conferences which are the partners 
of the freight rates negotiating committee of the ministerial conference of West 
and Central Africa of which our country is a member. We can cite the MEWAC 
(Mediterranean Conference in Africa), the FEWAC (Conference of Far Eastern and 
Western African Countries), the AWAFC (American West African Freight Conference), 
the UKWAL (UK/West African Lines), the COWA (West African Conference), The CNCC 
exercises surveillance over the regularization of freight rates and also studies 
the most profitable solutions to assure the transport of cargoes. 


When one knows the volume of trade which Cameroon, the country of dialogue, has 
with all the countries of the world, the importance of the role of the National 
Council of Cameroonian Shippers and the National Office of Cameroonian Ports 
becomes more evident. The councils of administration of these organizations must 
permit the establishment of mechanisms for the greater promotion of our economy. 
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STATUS OF COFFEE SALES CAMPAIGN DESCRIBED 


Yaounde CAMEROON TRIBUNE in French 5 Jan 81 p 2 


[Text] The 1980-1981 Arabica coffee sales campaign opened today in all the coffee- 
producing departments of the United Republic of Cameroon. This campaign is getting 
started under favorable auspices because the chief of state by means of a decree 
dated 27 December 1980 raised the sales price of washed Arabica coffee with a 
guaranteed market for the producers. This price was set at 340 francs per kilo- 
gram, compared to 330 francs during the previous camapign; i.e., an increase of 10 
francs. 


On the same date, the chief of state also set the price of Robusta coffee at 320 
francs per kilogram, compared to 310 francs during the previous campaign; i.e., 
an increase of 10 francs. 


The decree states that at the end of the campaign, the National Basic Necessities 
Marketing Office and the UCCAO [Central Union of Agricultural Cooperatives of the 
West] are authorized to give a rebate to producers of prime [bon grain] Arabica 
coffee, on the basis of their sales. To this end they will send their requests to 
the Ministry of Economy and Planning. 


These decisions by the chief of state in favor of the planters comes at a time when 


the sales prices of coffee on the world market no longer cover the costs of production, 


and the National Basic Necessities Marketing Office is being forced to use its 
reserves to support and guarantee the sales prices payable to the producers, 


In fact, for the past 6 months we have been witnessing the catastrophic drop in 
prices on the world market which forced the International Coffee Organization to 
make two reductions in the 1980-1981 export quota. 


This situation basically stems from the anticipation of a spectacular recovery in 
world coffee production beginning in 1981-1982 which would see Brazil regain its 
production level prior to the 1975 freeze. 


The decision to raise the price of a kilogram by 10 francs in such a difficult 
situation bears witness to the continuing concern of the chief of state who has 
never stopped attaching special importance to everything which closely or remotely 
affects the rural world in general and the planters in particular, 














It is also worth emphasizing that the government will continue to support the 

coffee planters’ efforts, particularly in the phytosanitary campaign, the renovation 
of coffee plantations and the financing of fertilizers. 

Consequently, the coffee planters should demonstrate that they are worthy of the 
government's concern by redoubling their efforte within the context of the Green 
Revolution to give vigorous impetus to our coffee-growing sector, particularly with 
a view to attaining the goals of the Fourth Plan,

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The decree states that in the northwest and southwest provinces, the National Basic 
Necessities Marketing Office is responsible for directly assuring the marketing 
activities for the Ministry of Economy and Planning. 


Exporters of roasted milled coffee or coffee beans are registered by means of a 
decree issued by the Ministry of Economy and Planning What is more, the persons, 
companies, establishments and organizations listed above are the only ones authorized 
to engage in sales and export operations involving Robusta coffee from the northwest 
and southwest under the conditions established by the National Basic Necessities 
Marketing Office. They are also responsible, within the framework of prevailing 
regulations and under the control of the National Basic Necessities Marketing Office, 
for marketing the entire harvest in all the producing departments except those in 

the provinces of the southwest and northwest, as regards the quotas set by the 
Ministry of Economy and Planning decree. 


They are responsible for meeting the shipments schedule established by the Office 
and for notifying it every Friday evening of their purchases during the week and 
shipments being prepared, 


Every exporter or his representative must be the holder of a coffee purchase license 
issued by the prefectural authority of the department in which he is doing business. 


Exporters registered with the National Basic Necessities Marketing Office are 
responsible for the proper conduct of their marketing operations and must send 
copies of the invoices issued after completion of each contract to the National 
Basic Necessities Marketing Office. 


Every documentary transmittal must be handled through a local bank. 


When a shipment is made by an exporter or his forwarding agent and when the latter 
has a sale [enlevement] credit, this exporter or his forwarding agent must send the 
Treasury a certified check made out to the Treasurer and payable to the account of 
the Office covering the amount of the sale and the specific tax within a period of 
fifteen (15) days after the shipment. Similarly, when the sum due the office 
exceeds the sale credit ceiling, the exporter or his forwarding agent must 
immediately pay the amount of the sale [and the] specific tax before shipment. 

At the end of every month, the exporter must present a report to the Office 
supported by receipte justifying the payment of the specific prepaid [preliquides] 
sales totals and taxes for his exports during the month under consideration, 





All defaults or infractions, particularly the transfer of quotas, false weights, 
under the table [nocturnes] sales and nondeclaration of sales and failure to meet 
shipment schedule are on a case basis punishable by a written warning, a quota 
reduction or the withdrawal of the export authorization, depending upon the 
seriousness of the offenses or their frequency.

The plan has been described as a gro%s violation of the Lagos Peace Accord on 
Chad. 


Among the questions now being asked is whether a purely transitional government 
should commit her people to such a long term plan? Whether the merger is a mere 
political rhetoric or the most urgent needs of a country that has long been torn 
apart by a civil war? 


These and other questions formed part of an exclusive interview with the Chadian 
Minister of Interior and Security, Alhaji Mahamat Alamat Sahid, by Times-man Usman 
Umar, 


Usman Umar: What is your government doing to return thousands of Chadian refugees 
who have fled at the start of the country's civil war? 


Alhaji Sahid: Our problem is to reconstruct our destroyed economy after which we 
will be in a position to accomodate all our refugees, Most of the refugees at 
Kusuri (In Cameroun) are now back and we are making available their accomodation, 


We are calling on all Chadians to return as soon as practicable. The government of 
Chad is grateful to all those states that have accomodated the Chadian refugees, 
particularly Nigeria, 


I have personally visited the refugee camp at Maiduguri in Nigeria and have found 
to my delight that they live as if they were in their own country, 


We have requested the Federal Government of Nigeria to provide our refugees with 
transport with which to return home, until after a month or so when we will be 
able to make the route safe enough for them to return individually. I am again 
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expressing my government's appreciation to President Shehu Shagari's efforts in 
helping us. 


Usman Umar; What is your government's proposal to demilitarise Ndjamena? 


Alhaji Sahid; Our main concern now is to casure the security of Ndjamena, We now 
have the military police who are patrolling the city and keeping the peace, 


The guerillas who fought the war have been grouped and put into temporary barracks, 
We are now attempting to form a national army out of the guerillas who fought the 
war and we hope to do this as quickly as possible so as to ensure the security of 
all Chadians, 


Usman Umar: What have you got to say on the rebel leader, Mr. Hissene Habre? 


Alhaji Sahid: Hissene Habre will be put on trial for his crimes against Chad even 
in his absence, The State will ask for Habre‘s return to face trial on his crimes 
against the Chadian people. 


Usman Umar: Has the government any plans at the moment to reconstruct the economy 
of Chad? 


Alhaji Sahid; Yes! Our main task now is to make development plans which will 
restore our destroyed economy, and we are appealing to African States to assist us, 


We are especially asking for aid from our neighbours without which we cannot carry 
out these development plans, 


Usman Umar: What have you to say on the presence of Libyan troops in Ndjamena, 
Is it true that the Chadian government of Preside:ii Weddeye brought in some 3,000- 
4,000 Libyan soldiers to prop up the government : 


Alhaji Sahid: I categorically deny this, However, ic is true that we requested 
for, and have at the moment, a number of Libyan military advisers staying with us. 
They (Libyans) are here on my government's invitation and this was done through a 
co-operation agreement with the Libyan government. 





They (Libyans) were brought in not only on military co-operation but the pact 
between us also covers Cultural, Social and Economic development of Chad, These 
Libyans will only go back when the purpose for which they are here is achieved. 


You see, we had to have assistance from outside in order to beat Habre and his 
forces and this must be understood by our neighbours and other African nations, 
We only felt that we were being threatened, so we asked our brothers in Libya to 
help us. 


Or should we wait for the colonialists like the French to come and help us? 
Usman Umar: What assistance has your government received so far? 
Alhaji Sahid: For the past seven months, we did not receive any outside assistance, 


As a government and a state, we are economically bankrupt, and this is why we are 
asking our brothers in Africa to come to our aid, 
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We are in dire need of assistance from African nations to reconstruct our already 
destroyed economy if we are to survive as 4 nation, We only hope that other 
African leaders will emulate President Shagari's example by coming to our aid in 
Whichever way they can,

MINISTER RESPONDS TO CRITICISM IN ANONYMOUS LEAFLET 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 5 Feb 81 p 3 


|Text] "Ideological degenerates, True Whig Party renegades" are Education Min- 
ister H. Boima Fahnbulleh's descriptions of the authors of an anonymous leaflet 
circulated on Monday accusing him of sending MOJA militants to Ethiopia under 
the pretext of training adult literacy teachers. 


Dr. Fahnbulleh, in a telephone interview with Lhe NEW LIBERIAN, said the 67 
trainees sent to Ethiopia are individuals willing to return home and accept 
$25.00 monthly salary for teaching one evening class. 





The Minister said the trainees will also be involved in organizing adult literacy 
centers throughout the nation. He said program is divided into two phases, one 
dealing with teaching peasants the needs of health care and the other emphasizing 
literacy mobilization in the rural areas. 


Whether there are any ideological implications for training the teachers in 
Socialist Ethiopia, Fahnbulleh said, teaching "illiterate masses has nothing to 
do with ideology. A man can read or he cannot read. A man can write or he can- 
not write. A man who is hungry does not care whether you are a Socialist or a 
Capitalist. (It's) the same with teaching..." 


He said the aim of his Ministry is to have people who will not be arrogant while 
teaching, in dealing with the country's illiterate masses. He added that such 
recruits must be relentless in convincing the masses that respect and pride are 
deprivatives from literacy. 


Responding to accusations in the gossip leaflet that the 67 teachers left the 
country under "the cloud of secrecy," Dr. Fahnbulleh explained that he made their 
departure public by calling a press conference. But only a cub reporter from the 
NEW LIBERIAN showed up, he said. 


Contrary to the leaflet writer's belief, Fahnbullen said, the trainees were not 
sent on scholarships. They were recruited based on their willingness to render 
services as demanded by the Ministry. 


The leaflet circulated on the University of Liberia's main campus accused the min- 
ister of recruiting elements from the defunct Movement for Justice in Africa (MOJA) 
and the Student Unification Party at the University for a literacy program in 
Ethiopia because of presumably his past links with the movement.

EEC 5-YEAR LOAN AGREEMENT SIGNED

[Excerpt] The European Economic Community has given the PRC Government 45 million 
dollars for financing its priority projects over the next five years. 


According to the terms of the loan, forty per cent of the amount will be used for 
intensification of the country's rural development program, while the balance will 
go towards health, education and community development. 


The loan constitutes an eighty per cent grant and twenty per cent soft loans of 
which the latter is to be paid within a forty year grace period. 


The amount was made possible through this country's bilateral links with the EEC 
within the framework of the second Lome Convention. 


During the signing ceremony at the National Investment Commission, Wednesday, 
Planning and Economics Affairs Minister Togbah Nah Tipoteh referred to the accord 
as one of “immense significance to the Liberian people." 


The accord which he said, represents the aspirations of the Liberian masses is to 
place accent on regional integrated development. This to bring about a diversi- 
fied and not a piece meal approach to rural development, he said. 


The EEC's gesture, he noted, will help in the solution of problems in rural 
Liberia, where most Liberians live. 


He then assured the Community of the Liberian Government's commitment to the con- 
tractual terms of the agreement.

SEVEN PERSONS ARRESTED FOR STEALING FUEL 
Monrovia SUNDAY PEOPLE in English 1 Feb 81 p 8 


[Text] Seven persons have been arrested for allegedly stealing fuel valued at 
about $8,000 from the crude oil depot of the Liberia Petroleum Oil Refining 
Company on Bushrod Island. 


According to a release from the Capitol, police officer Johnson A. G. Mentee of 
the Zone Five Police Detachment on Bushrod Island said while patrolling at about 
4:45 a.m. last Monday, he intercepted one of the tankers of fuel oil driven by 
Musa Keita on Jamaica Road and arrested him, 





He said during interrogation, driver Musa Keita adm'tted that the fuel oil was 
stolen and named six other persons, including the Director of the Special Security 
Unit (SSU) Samuel Peters and two security officers at the Oil Refinery to be con- 
nected with the racket. 


Police officer Mentee said he had arrested five of the suspects, including driver 
Keita except the SSU Director. 


Those arrested were Morris Toure, Seku Kromah, Edisa Kenneh and the two LPMC 
security officers Queyee Toe and Gray Cooper. 


Meanwhile, Captain Henry Suomie Zuo, PRC Chairman on Lands and Mines to whom the 
matter was reported, has instituted a three-man investigation team headed by 
police Lt. Col. Earnest S. Mulbah to conduct the preliminary investigation, 
before turning the accused over to the Justice Ministry for prosecution. 


Captain Zuo used the occasion to call on all law enforcement officers in the 
country to be vigilant in the performance of their duties and expose corrupt 
deals of all persons.

BORDER SECURITY STRENGTHENED--An undisclosed number of Immigration officers sta- 
tioned at the Bureau of Immigration's Monrovia Office, are to be transferred 
shortly to border points within the country in order to strengthen security at 
the various points of entry.

ACCOUNTS OF SWAPO CRUELTIES, OPPRESSION OF CAPRIVIANS RELATED 
Account by Moise Buchane

[Article by Rynier Abrahamse: "Former Terrorists Damn SWAPO") 


[Text] "I am disillusioned by SWAPO's acts of violence and now my great desire is 
to check SWAPO's bloodshed at all costs. Some of my compatriots were shot in cold 
blood and the only solution for us and our tribal chiefs is to take with the South 
African government so that other murders can be halted." 


This is what former SWAPO terrorist Moise Buchane, 25, told DIE REPUBLIKEIN last 
week inside the operational zone. 


According to Buchane, heleft the Caprivi Strip in 1978 and joined SWAPO in Zambia. 


He received a 2-week military training at a camp near Lusaka before he and a group 
of his colleagues were imprisoned. "I was suspected of spying on SWAPO for South 
Africa," said Buchane. 


"In the meantime, I applied for a scholarship. It was approved in August 1978 and 
Il was transferred to Lusaka. There I studied under the suretyship of the United 
Nations. My two main subjects were: Development of Administration and Political 
Administration. 


"In July of this year, when SWAPO expelled Mishake Myongo from its ranks, I began 
to feel uneasy and considered that the tactics employed by SWAPO were entirely 
wrong. 


"SWAPO began to force some of my compatriots and fellow SWAPO terrorists to go to 
Angola, doing so by force of arms. In the meantime, I learried that some of them 
were shot down like dogs and I don't know whatever became of the others." 


According to Buchane, the Zambian army and SWAPO began to terrorize the Caprivian 
element in SWAPO. It is believed that SWAPO went so far as to say that if any 
Caprivians werw spotted in Lusaka they were to be shot down on sight. 


"There actually was no other choice for us than to take advantage of the Adminis- 
trator General's offer of amnesty. 
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"Il am disillusioned and there is no way that I can help my comrades who are still 
in SWAPO ranks because I am not in the Caprivi Strip. This is my first priority. 
We must stop the slaughter of our people by SWAPO." 


Buchane went on to say that the fact that 275 Capriviane are being held prisoners 
in a concentration camp near Lusaka is a living example of SWAPO's morality. 
There is great divisiveness in SWAPO and many Caprivians have begun to desert its 
ranks. Even some of the Ovambos have started to run away. 


"These are the greatest groups ever to quit SWAPO," he said. 


According to him, an effort is now being made to get the collaboration of the 
South African government through the tribal chiefs of the Caprivi Steip in an 
attempt to put an end to SWAPO's bloodshed. , 


"We must save the lives of the other people who are now in SWAPO hands. Although 
we do not know exactly how many of them have been murdered by SWAPO, we are sure 
that they are many. 


"Most Caprivians who are now in Angola are there by means of force or have been 
cajoled to go there. 


"SWAPO's leadership is based on communism and they firmly beliefe that they will 
take over in Southwest Africa. If this happens SWAPO will establish a communist 
government. However, the schism which now prevails in SWAPO ranks can be regarded 
as the worst ever," he asserted. 


He also said that he found out how SWAPO murdered innocent--both black and white-- 
inhabitants of Southwest Africa.

[Text] Charles Mutemwa, 34, a former terrorist says that SWAPO has established a 
breeding camp in Zambia and that couples there are forced to produce children. 


"These children are taken away from their parents at an early age and then placed 
in a kindergarten. By then they are about 6 years old. From this age on, they 
are brainwashed in socialist ideology." 


After that these children are sent to Angola where they are given Ovambo names and 
from this young age onward trained as SWAPO terrorists. In actually every single 
instance they never see their parents again. 


He says that these children have been sent to Angola ever since SWAPO's headquarters 
was moved from Lusaka to Luanda. 
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"Even since then the discrimination against the Caprivian element in SWAPO ranks 
has become unbearable. 


"Caprivians are being forced to learn the Wambo language because SWAPO says that 
this Language will be the only one to be employed in the Southwest. We are also 
not allowed to speak English, because they say English belongs in England. 


"They refer to the Caprivians as Mdoela, which means: foreigners. Tens of our 


people are being held in concentration camps west of Lusaka. Most Caprivians in 
SWAPO ranks are being sent there." 


According to Mutemwa, these people are pacified indixcriminately and the treatment 
they receive is extremely bad. 


He also knows of cases where people have been carried off into Angola and it is 
suspected that some of them have been shot. 


"I feel that I have been misled by SWAPO. When I joined them, I did not realize 
how violent they are and how unstabls the situation is among their ranks. 


:1 know that some of our people have been murdered for no reason. The only solu- 
tion for me was to accept the offer of amnesty by the Administrator General to 
report to the Security Forces." 


He says that he will never reveal how he succeeded in deserting the SWAPO ranks 
and how he was able to come back to Caprivi. 


According to him, the main reason for the schism prevailing in SWAPO ranks is the 
unnecessary bloodshed and the fact that Mishake Myongo and eight of his assis- 
tants were expelled from the Central Committee in July. 


Ever since then Caprivians have not been allowed to fill high positions in SWAPO. 
SWAPO would rather insult, humiliate and revile them as foreigners. 


"The situation has become unbearable," he said. "I decided to come back to live 
among my people aga‘n."

[Text] A former educator in the Caprivi strip, Bonniface Ntesa, 28, joined SWAPO 
2 years ago when his aim was to help free the Southwest from the whites. 


However, about 3} weeks ago he decided to desert SWAPO and to return to live among 
his people in the Caprivi because SWAPO started to murder som of his Caprivi 
compatriots. 











"I was one of the first group of people assigned to build the Nayongo military 
camp for SWAPO near Lusaka. While I was there I applied for a scholarship. 


"My application was accepted and on 27 June I was sent to London where I went to 
a college in Oxfoed to study accounting. However, I failed one subject and I was 
sent back to Lusaka." 


According to Ntesa a British organization paid for his studies. 


“Back in Lusaka I was assigned to work for the treasury by SWAPO. Entities making 
regular gifts to SWAPO are organizations in Norway, Holland, Sweden and Canada. 


"SWAPO regularly obtains sums of money ranging from 20,000 to 30,000 rand from 
these organizations. Russia provides all of SWAPO's arms." 


He said that there are large-scale problems in SWAPO ranks. But they are being 
aided in every way possible by Russia. 


"I saw with my own eyes how 15 of my compatriots and fellow-SWAPO terrorists were 
taken to Angola by force. In the meantime, I found out that 11 of them were shot 
and I don't know where the others are. 


"If SWAPO denies that they have murdered these people, then let them bring these 


people back to the Caprivi alive. But I don't think they can do this. The 
bloodshed of which SWAPO is guilty must be stopped at all costs."

(Text) Last Saturday, on the occasion of the inauguration of the Tewanas Represen- 
tative Authority in Gobabis, Minister Bennie Africa said that the existing unity 
among the Tewanas is a special asset for this population group and they just jealous- 
ly watch over it. 


He stated that thanks t> this beautiful unity the Tewanas have found it possible to 
establish their representative authority without having to make any compromises. 
it was not even necessary for them to hold an election. 


In an especially clear explanation, Dr Africa sketched the political setup which is 
now being realized in the Southwest. 


The Setup 


The order of things now being unfolded in the country contains provisions for this 
to be realized step by step. On the one hand, members of a certain population 
group are getting together and, on the other, those who believe in the same policy 
are brought together. 


Each group takes ite rightful place and not one of them is subjected to the other; 
but, moreover, it is also true that the groups are interdependent and thus form 
greater unity for the sake of their common well-being. 


The primary function of a representative authority is to look after the interests 
of its own group. 


A representative authority gust not try to compete with the central government. 


Taking into account the great variety of peoples in Southwest Africa, it is doubtful 
that the central government would be able to take care of the interests of a cer- 
tain group better chan the representative authority of that particular group. 


False criticism 


Dr Africa said that there are people who are critical of the system now being 
adopted. 
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Some of them are coming out with the accusation that the establishment of repre- 
sentative authorities comes down to maintaining apartheid, 


in addition, they are also saying that this syetem has the effect of continuing 
the old bantustan policy. 


Dr Africa stated that these are false statements. People making thie sort of 
criticiem are making three mistakes: 


1. They forget that there have been so many African leaders who have lost touch 
with their people; unrest increased, constitutions have been rejected and ulti- 
mately, in certain respects, there has been a return to tribalien. 


Providing representative authorities ineures that the requirements and the senti- 
ments of each cultural group are taken into account. 


2. They are forgetting the great truth that people must move from the known to the 
unknown. 


it is a simple known fact that a diversity of population groups exists in the 
country. 


it is also a known fact that these groups are interdependent. 
It is also a known fact that the country will become independent as a whole unit. 


Moving ahead from the point of view of the existence of this diversity of groups 
attests to realism, because we are departing from a solid point of view. In no 
way does this come down to maintaining apartheid, because equal and full opportuni- 
ties are given to every individual. 


3. On the other hand, there are people who demand that second-level authorities 
be the most important ones; but Dr Aftica says that this does not hold true. 
Second-level authorities must be complementary to first-level government. 


It is important for us to be able to live with one another in peace and security 
in the country. This lofty ideal can be attained only through collaboration at 
the level of the central government. 


For this reason it would, for example, be wrong for second-level governments to 
want to deal with matters which belong in the hands of the central government, 
such as, for example, the matter of dealing with the international world over the 
political future of the country. 


But, on the other hand, it would be just as wrong for the central government to 
meddle in the affairs of the representative authorities. 


Tewana Future 


With respect to the Tewanas in particular, Dr Africa said that he has no doubt that 
they are well equipped for the task awaiting them in their representative authority. 
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They know best what is good for them, 


Although the Tewanase are 4 emall population group they are not inferior nor are 
they suffering from an inferiority complex. There prevaile an admirable unity 
among them and this is an asset which must be jealously defended. 


This population group has been preparing iteelf for this day for a long time and 
is now well equipped for the work which now must be accomplished. 


The Tewanas gust now travel a road which they have never before traveled. Dr Africa 
said that it is only fitting for them to look up to the Almighty for leadership 

and he wishes them the grandest and the best of everything in the name of the 
Ministerial Council.

DIRECTOR: IMMIGRATION CANNOT CHECK ILLEGAL ALIEN INFLUX

[Text] The Immigration Department of the Federal Ministry of Internal Affairs 
says that the official immigration figure of 44,733 “stands” as the correct 
figure as at 3let December 1979. 


The director of immigration, Alhaji L. Sa:bo told the BUSINESS TIMES last week 
that the figure stands as the official figure because the 44,733 is in respect of 
foreigners residing in Nigeria and holding residence permits. 


He said that when compiling the statistics of foreigners living in Nigeria, that 
visitors are not included, because they are not permanently in Nigeria. The 
department therefore did not take account of visitors when the statistics of 
foreigners living in Nigeria were compiled in 1979, he stated. 


Alhaji Sambo said that the immigration department "is doing everything possible 
with the resources it has to ensure that illegal immigrants do not enter the 
country." The department is also making efforts to ensure that visitors do not 
over stay their permit, he said. 


The director spelt out the problems encountered by the department as the majority 
of immigrants from ECOWAS country do not enter Nigeria through recognised ports of 
entry. And this class of immigrants have no valic travel documents and what they 
do he explained, is to disembark from vehicles bringing them to the country 
before reaching the country border. 


They trek through bush paths and emerge in the country through various points 
and continue their journey either on foot or by joining another transport. 


The director also said that the department is not fully equipped (manpower and 
equipment) to tackle the problem of influx of the ECOWAS citizens into the 
country and tc police their activities. 


He said that with the little resources that the department has decided on these 
measures: Conducting of raids with the assistance of Nigeria police in places 
where these illegal immigrants stay with a view to repatriating them. 





Discouraging the employers of labours from employing these ECOWAS citizens so 
that their influx into Nigeria will be minimized if they know that there is no 
employment opportunities for them. 


He also said that whenever illegal immigrants are identified they are sent out 
of the country. 


Alhaji Sambo said that he is not aware that some immigration officers at the 
border take bribe and also take advantage of the female immigrants. He stressed 
that such report or the identification of such officers has not come to his 
knowledge officially. 


He therefore urged the nembers of the public to report any lapses against immi- 
gration officials to the appropriate authorities. 


He emphasised that the ECOWAS treaty on free movement of persons and goods does 
not make any provision for any member state to stop or control the influx of 
ECOWAS citizens into its territory as long as they possess valid passport or 
recognized travel documents unless they are considered to be of security risk to 
the country they are entering.

GRICULTURE used to be the main- 

stay of the Nigerian economy, 
producing the cash crops that earned 
foreign exchange, and more 
importantly, the food that fed her 
teeming population. 

But agriculture as an industry w 
zardly directed by former yo a n tra- 
tions and production was left largely in 
the hands of individual farmers 
might be one of the factors which con- 
tributed to the abrupt downward trend 
in agricultural production. 

The diminishing role of agriculture in the 
economy has created the vicious circle 
whereby people refuse to go into 
farming because of ever poor harvests. 
This has produced serious sociological 
problems among which are the drift of 
labour force from rural to urben areas 
and a diminishing stock of peasant 
farmers to produce food for the nation. 

Renewed government interest in agricul-

WORK TO RULE ACTION MAY PARALYZE PORT OPERATIONS

[Text] The work to rule action embarked upon by the junior staff members of the 
Nigerian Ports Authority last Thursday January 25, 1981 entered its second week as 
we went to press and if steps are not taken to bring the situation to normal, it 
may affect port operations seriously and lead to huge losses of revenue not only 
for the Authority but also for shipping lines. 





The workers were understood to be reacting against a Management circular directed 
to all NPA contracted Medical Practitioners giving them new operational proce- 
dure. 


The doctors who run clinics in town and had hitherto treated NPA workers and their 
dependents now had instructions not to attend to the dependents of junior staff 
members of the Authority (i.e. staff below grade level 07) in their clinics in 
town. 


Such dependents were requested to be brought to the ports for treatment, while 
their workers were free to continue going to the outside clinics. 


A spokesman of the junior staff Association of the NPA told the BUSINESS TIMES 
last week that it was easier to take their relatives to clinics in town than to 
bring them to the ports. 


He said that they reacted when a relative of one of their members died as a result 
of this clumsy arrangement and that they saw the new directive as an attempt by 
the Authority to deprive their dependents of their right to medical treatment and 
if so it was a gross violation of their conditions of service. 


The action started from the Authority's headquarters staff on Thursday January 15. 
Apapa port joined them on Tuesday 20th January 1981 and Tin Can Island port on 
Wednesday 21/1/81. Other ports were expected to follow suit. 


As the action stretched to one week and negotiations between staff and Authority 
did not seem to yield fruit, shipping company executives started feeling the 
pinch. 
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An official of a Mediterranean Conference (MEWAC) complained in the port that 
their ship could not discharge their goods into the quays. 


Thie was because there was nobody to register discharged goods at the stacking 
area and so ships could not discharge. Also, there was nobody at the gate to 
register vehicles that had to move into the port to carry goods out. Only 
those that had been registered before the action were loading in the port. 


It looked very obvious that should the action be prolonged by up to another 
week, the port would grind virtually to a standstill, and this applies to all 


the NPA controlled ports. 


At the NPA head office along Marine it was gathered that negotiations between the 
management and staff were not progressing smoothly as the workers took advantage 
of the work stoppage to demand all their benefits such as salary increases, 
promotions and others and the management received a 21 point wltimatum prepared 
by the staff union but did not appear willing to debate on such a wide range of 
subjects. Up to January 24, 1981 the negotiations were still going on. 


Meanwhile, shipping traffic showed a slight improvement over that of last 
December 1980 as the number of ships waiting rose gradually. There were 59 
ships at Apapa, Tin Can and the private jetties, with 7 vessels waiting at the 
last day of 1980. 


Very few ships risked traveling on Christmas and new year days and so most of the 
ships were in the ports. By January 2, 1980 however two ships sailed away and 
there became 57 and 4 waiting and by 12/1/81 there were up to 13 waiting and 61 
berthed.

POOR PLANNING IN AJAOKUTA PROJECT SCORED

[Text] The observation made by Senator David Dafinone the other day that the 
planning of the multi-million Naira Ajaokuta Steel Project is faulty and needed 
to be rectified, deserves the speedy attention of both the Federal Government 
and the legislature. 


As the senator (who is also the Senate Chairman on Commerce and Industry) correctly 
observed, we require both flat sheets and iron rods to avoid a lop-sided industrial 
sector. Yet all the mills we would have in due course are to produce iron rods 
only. This planning error is so glaring it is a wonder that we are discovering it 
only so late in the implementation stage. 


However, it is no use lamenting over spilt milk; far better to set about doing 
something about it quickly. Senator Dafinone said a suggestion has already been 
made to the government to establish a flat sheets mill in good enough time to 
enable it to start production in five, six years time. It is only too obvious 
that the suggestion should be accepted. But the sooner the better. 


On its part, nothing stops the legislature from amending the 1981 Appropriation 
Bill now before it, to make it possible for the government to either establish a 

a flat sheets mills from scratch, or modify one or more (depending on our require- 
ments of rods and sheets) of the rolling mills this financial year.

PORT HARCOURT=AJAOKUTA RAILWAY PROJECT REPORTED UNDER WAY 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 27 Jan 81 p 1

[Text] The star project of the Nigerian Railway Corporation (NRC) under the 4th 
National Development Plan, involving the construction of a standard gauge railway 
line between the Port City of Port Harcourt and the Steel Plant Site of Ajaokuta 
appears to be already under way. 


The BUSINESS TIMES reliably learnt last week that a contract under this project 
has been awarded to a French firm, Societe Francaise de Realisations Ferroviares, 
an engineering division of the French National Railway Corporation called Societe 
National de Chemin de Fer Francaise. 


Their contract is reported to be valued at about $83.3m (about N46 million) and 
the project will be based on the standard gauge system. 


Our investigation on the issue at the Federal Ministry of Transport last week 
only revealed that feasibility studies were going on and that the alleged con- 
tract might be for the studies. 


He also hinted that the government was intending to start off with the project as 
soon as possible as its early completion would help to speed up work on the 
Ajaokuta Steel project. 


The standard gauge rail project had been listed in the just expired 3rd Plan and 
during that plan period the defunct administration was understood to have con- 
tracted ITALCONSULT, a foreign firm as consultants, to carry out similar studies 
and a provision of N713.9 million was made for a N1.435 metre-gauge rail line in 
the country. 


On assuming power, the present regime reviewed most of the outstanding contracts 
awarded by the former administration and included the rail project in the 4th 
Plan with a tentative provision of N1l.2 billion. 


Apart from the explanation that the completion of the Port Harcourt-Ajaokuta 
rail link-up would facilitate the economic transportation of heavy steel inputs 
from the port to the plant, the government is yet to unfold more plans for the 
major construction aspects of the project.

CALABAR PORT BONUS SAID TO RELIEVE PORT HARCOURT

[Text] Nigerian importers who have been shying away from taking delivery of their 
goods at the Calabar Port now have a big incentive--as much as a 5 per cent 
reduction on the freight rates if they use that port. 


The 28 member Continent West Africa Conference (COWAC) recently offered this 
reduction, according to executive of a member line, Mr Heinrich Kohler last 
week, "It is a gesture to show that COWAC is ready to go to Calabar." 


According to the shipping executive, they see the Calabar port as a good alterna- 
tive to ease off the present congestion said to be clogging up the port of Port 
Harcourt. 


On the cause of poor shipping to Calabar, he said that cargo is routed by the 
importer and where they say they want to take delivery is where the ships go and 
that is why OCOWAC has decided to dangle the incentive in the hopes of attracting 
more trade to the Calabar Port. 


The roads network between the Calabar port and the hinterlands such as the 
Calabar/Aba or Enugu, even Maiduguri to other parts of the far North is in good 
condition now, he added. 


Our source disclosed other propaganda efforts carried out by his conference in 
Europe for the Calabar Port. He said they announce regularly all sailings to 
Calabar and try to get cargo bound specifically for Calabar, or areas beyond 
there which might warrant discharging at Calabar Port.

Economic Balance Sheet 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 5 Dec 80 p 1 
{[Editorial: "Self Confidence") 


[Text] The National Institute of Statistics and Economic Studies (INSEE)--Reunion 
Department--has just published the 1979 economic balance sheet for our island. This 
report abounds with interesting numerical indications for anyone studying the 
evolution of the situation in Reunion, 


Let us simply mention here a few particularly significant passages of the analysis 
of these figures presented by Mr Charles Durand, head of the department. 


--Agriculture: "The rate of progress slowed down;" it fell from 15 percent in 
1978 to 10.8 percent in 1979, 


Sugar production decreased from 272,700 tons to 260,800 tons. 


Geranium oil extract production increased slightly (76 tons compared to 72), while 
that of vetiver “has remained around 25 tons for several years" and that of 
tobacco fell from 132 to 124 tons. 


Slaughtering of locally produced cattle fell between 1978 and 1979 from 918 to 860 
tons for large cattle; from 94,5 to 91 tons for calves." 


--Fishing: "In 1978 and 1979, results decreased in all categories of fishing:" 
from 679 to 627 tons for coastal fishing; from 112 to 103 tons for deep-sea fishing; 
from 989 to 925 tons for high sea fishing. 


--Construction and public works are "still experiencing difficulties" and "a number 
of important companies had to close down in 1979. Improvements in employment in 
these areas are not to be expected because the automation of companies, already 
widely initiated, will continue and because general economic conditions remain 
gloomy." 


--Foreign exchanges show an increasing deficit in the trade balance (relationship 
between value of imports and value of exports): "it was 18.4 percent in 1979 
against 19.5 percent in 1978," 
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~eWithin the general increase of prices, the following increases are to be mentioned: 
16,3 percent for meat, 16,2 percent for vegetables and fruit and 12.3 percent for 
dairy products, 


“=A study of the latest employment surveys reveals that the unemployment rate 
(number of unemployed within total active population) was 26.2 percent in 1978-79 
against 19,9 percent in 1974 (date of the last census), 


These few figures and remarks obviously do not fully express the economic situation 
in our country, but they certainly support the opinion "that things are going from 
bad to worse." They confirm what Paul Verges declared last Sunday during the 
TEMOIGNAGES annual celebration that the rightwing no longer trusts ite own policies. 
"This balance sheet is somber and the figures confirm that the tendency is general 
in almost all sectors," writes LE JOURNAL DE I'LLE DE LA REUNION, This conservative 
voice does not hide its pessimiem: To start upward again? An oppressive question, 
says the paper, evoking "the 1990 horizon...covered with heavy clouds." 


All this, we must repeat, is not the result of chance nor of fate, but of policies, 
those of “departmentalization,"” In their totality the Reunionnais are now exper- 
fencing the disaster which formerly had merely been predicted, 





And whatever the efforts of the rightwing press and of FR 3 [expansion unknown], 
they can no longer be deceived by our leaders. People cannot be conditioned 
indefinitely when everyday life shows them the opposite of what they are led to 
believe. 


These pernicious policies must be ended, The solution is: democratic and popular 
autonomy, the only plan that would rally the Reunionnais and return the self- 
confidence necessary to manage and develop their own country themselves. 


Extent of Unemployment 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 10 Dec 80 p 1 
[Editorial: "Until Victory"] 


[Text] LE JOURNAL DE L'ILE DE LA REUNION devoted part of its front page yesterday 
to the recent intervention in the National Assembly of Deputy Jean Fontaine on the 
“preoccupying situation of employment" in Reunion. It is rare that the JIR takes 
up such a subject on “page one.” Let us look, then. 


First, take note: for the first time an elected member of the "fraud" recognizes 
the seriousness of unemployment in our country. This illness, always hidden, when 
not understated by the rightwing, is at last recognized. 


The representative of the second electoral district considers, on the basis of 
INSEE [National Institute of Statistics and Economic Studies] figures, "according 
to which unemployment reaches 30 percent of the active population," that one should 
really speak of a "“nonemployment" situation. 
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Let us recall here that thie figure increased 36 percent in one year according to 

the Labor Management Office, and that 50 percent of the unemployed are under 25, 
Moreover, out of 60,000 unemployed, only "1,000 to 1,500" are eligible for compen- 
sation, and the government has decided little by little to reduce the unemployment 
funds sources until the so-called "development work sites" are in practice eliminated, 
Thus, the situation will get even worse and poverty will spread. These facts alone 
condemn irretrievably the whole regime and the policies constantly advocated vy Mr 
Fontaine and hie UDF-RPR friends, 


Indeed, what does J, Fontaine have to say when he tries to explain this disastrous 
situation? Its “essential cause lies in the uncertainties of a political situation 
which do not reassure the investors," 


This is a fallacious argument par excellence! 


If there are no productive investments, it is solely because the political, 
economical and social structures of Reunion prevent any development. Policy is 
judged by its effects, if the effects of departmentalization turn out to be dramatic 
for the majority of Reunionnais, it is because the policies applied in our country 
are pernicious and do not have as a primary objective the development of the 
country. 


Jean Fontaine and his friends do not want to recognize this truth because it would 
mean admitting their own responsibility in the disaster.

DATA ON NATION'S GRAIN SHORTFALL NOTED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 9 Jan 81 p 3 


[Article by S.G.: "Meeting To Evaluate the Agricultural Season--176,500 Tons 
Necessary To Take Care of Deficit") 


[Text] As a result of the poor harvests recorded at the end of the last growing 
season our country will need 176,500 tons of grain from now until the end of the 
next rainy season to completely take care of the gap in its food needs. 


That was the request made yesterday at the meeting being held at the UNDP [United 
Nations Development Program] offices between Senegalese authorities and repre- 
sentatives of the international community. 


This consultation brings many sides together and is the second of its kind following 
on the one which took place in the first two weeks of December. Aside from the 
resident UNDP representative, the current meeting brought around the same table 

the High Commissioner for Food Aid, management representatives from agricultural 

and livestock production, and the members of the FAO study mission, as well as 
several spokesmen from donor countries. 


According to the report presented at the meeting by the office of the High Com- 
missioner for Food Aid, an estimate of our overall needs at 1,044,000 tons of 
grain means that our country will experience a structural deficit this year on the 
order of 503,223 tons. 


If one takes out of that amount our average annual imports financed by the Stabi- 
lization Fund and Senegalese consumers, there will remain a deficit of 176,500 tons. 
It is this amount which makes up this year's grain deficit. It will be advisable 
to make it up by emergency food aid meant for free distribution. 


However, since certain donors require that recipient countries participate in 
paying maritime shipping costs as well as the domestic transport costs which are 
usually covered by recipients, the Senegalese authorities have also taken advantage 
of this meeting to make an appeal for international solidarity with a view to 
covering foreseeable recurrent costs. These transport costs, an estimated three 
billion francs, could be covered by grants of 47,000 tons of grain and 3,000 tons 
of milk which would be sold on the domestic market. 
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In contrast with previous years, Senegal has no national reserve at its disposal, 
That is why an appeal was also made to adopt an aid program to begin as of next 
February and end in June, This would make it possible to avoid any harmful con- 
sequences among rural population groups who in certain areas of the country have 
not harvested anything. 


Taking this exceptional degree of urgency into account, France has already promised 


to supply 4,500 tons of corn to Senegal while awaiting final recommendations which 
will be published at the end of this current meeting.

Seven-Man Delegation Arrives

A seven-man delegation from 
the Republic of India arrived 
in Seychelles on Saturday 
for a two-week visit to dis: 
cuss mainly issues connected 
with the petrolling of the Ex- 
clusive Economic Zone, a 
field in which India has 
agreed to help the Republic 
by putting military training 
facilities at our country’s 
disposal particularly in naval 
matters. 

The delegation, led bv 
Rear Admiral Sukhmaa jain, 
consists of representatives of 
the Air Force, Navy and the 
Army. 

Thev were met on arrival 
at Seychel'es International 
Airport by the Minister for 
Defence, Mr. Ogilvy Ber- 
louis, Captain Paul Hodoul 
and other senior officials of 
the Seychelles people's de- 
fence force. 


Also oresent were the 
Chargé d’Affaires of the Re 
public of India to Seychelles 
Mr. GS. Bedi as well as 
other senior officials. 


On arrival, Rear Admiral 
Jain explained that the dele. 
gation’s visit to the Republic 
was a fol'ow up to that made 
by Minister Berlouis a cou- 
ple of months back to India 
and that it was also a sign 
of the continuation of the 
cooperation that exists be- 
tween the two countries. 

Amiral Jain said that it 
was important for coastal 
states like India and Sey- 
chelles to work together to 
protect their vast expanses 
of Exclusive Economic 
Zones. 


He said: “India declared 
its 200 miles Exclusive Eco. 
nomic Zone in 1976 and soon 


afterwards established an 
efficient coast guard ser- 
vice.” 
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During their stay in the 
Republic, the delegation will 
call on the head of state, 
President René, as well as 
several government ministers 
including the Minister for 
Defence, Mr. Ogilvy Ber- 
louis, the Chief of Staff of 
the defence force and Min- 
ister for Education and In. 
formation, Mr. James Michel, 
as well as the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Mr. Jacques 
Hodoul. 


It must be noted that, like

The general manager's statement said yesterday: "To begin with, NCS will only 
carry out work for Government and parastatal organisations but is expected even- 
tually to offer services to the general public.

The structure of the company will comprise the Board, the general manager and some 
20 staff "of whom the majority are professional engineers, architects, and quan- 
tity surveyors." 


The statement added: "Small as it is in numbers, NCS is already carrying out the 
design and supervision of projects estimated to cost R. 200 million on completion, 
including a large office block complex and a new fire and ambulance station, for 
both of which contractors will shortly be invited to tender." 


National Consultancy Services has been formed from the nucleus of the Project Plan- 
ning and Design Unit of the Department of Works and started work on January l, 
1981. 


The company will offer essentially the same service as that previously provided 
by the PPDU.

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SIEMENS RANKS AMONG 'UNLISTED GIANTS' IN NATION'S ECONOMY

[Text] Siemens, the West German controlled electrical group, is among the 
unlisted giants in the South African economy, and has for its local partners, 
each with 16 percent of the 26,9-million issu~74 50c shares--the IDC, Gencor, 
and Federale. 


The group had a bumper year to end-September last, with turnover up 11 percent 
to R234-million and taxed profits 20 percent higher at about R&-mi)'ion, or 3,4 
percent of sales. 


Half of this was paid out in dividends--1l5c a share--representing some R640 000 
to each of the three local shareholders, and the rest was ploughed back. The 
payout in cents a share, represented a rise of 22 percent, from 12,25c. 


In line with the current upsurge in the infrastructure--Railways, Escom, Soweto, 
Post Office--and in industry's expansion, Siemens order book has mushroomed, the 
intake rising by 49 percent to R335-million and, if commission business is 
included, to R426-million. 


Of the latter figure, well over a third is contributed by the group's power sector-- 
Escom, Soweto, railways--at R162-million, and followed fairly closely by telecom- 
munications with R110-million. 


The two figures, Siemens points out, lie behind a reversal of the usual 55-45 
ratio between communications and power engineering to the other way round, 
though this dves not in turn reflect any falling off in new communications busi- 
ness.

OLL PROSPECT NG--The Equateur region is entirely covered by the equatorial forest 
and is aleo crisscrossed by waterwaye which in large part draw their water from the 
Vbangi, Mongala, Ruki and the Zaire River. In addition to many varieties of fish, 
including kamba, the largest, the river's substrata in that region of the country 
appear to contain oil deposits. With account taken of these possibilities, a team 
of experts from friendly countries, headed by a Prenchman, Michel Bertrand, director 
general of the ESS0-Zaire Company, which has been authorized to explore the sedi- 
mentary strata of the river in the vicinity of the town of Bolenge, 10 kw south of 
the city of Mbandaka, has established quarters in Equateur. Received recently in
